ROYAL MILITARY COLLEGE 

There lire few national institutions 
of mort- value unit interest to the 
country than the Royal Military Col 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding 
this, its object and the work it ia 
accomplishing are not autticiently 
understood hy the general public. 

The College is a Government insti- 
tution, designed primarily (or the 
' purpose of giving instruction in all 

branches of military science to otll- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich and Sandhurst, 

The Commandant and Military in- 
structors are all officers on the ac-: 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there is in ad- 
dition a complete staff of professors 
for the civil subjects which form such 

an important part of the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
a Btrictly military basis the cadets 
receive practical and scientific 
training in subjects essential to a 
souni sioderc -nlucatior. 

The course includes .1 thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil 10u- 
gineering, Surveying, Physics, Chem- 
istry, French and Knglish. 
; The strict disciplino maintained at 
the College is one of the most val 
Sftblc feature* ci Ux course, mini, In 
addition, the constant practice ol 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor oier- 
cisc of all kinds, ensures health aud 
excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all brancnes of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per 
manent force are offered annually, 

The diploma of graduates is con 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni 
vcrsity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society .if Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as a 
H.A. degree, 

The length of the course ia three 
years, in three terms of aj months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, lu . 
eluding board, uniform, instruct t. «.,l 
material, and all extras, ta about 
>sou. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, it 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts. 

For full particulars regarding this 
examination, and for any other in- 
formation, application should be 
made to the Secretary of the Militia 
Council, (Jttawa, Ont., or to the 
Commandant, Royal Military College 
Kingston, Ont.

TWO STUDENTS FINED 
THE REST KEMANDED 

I he Wheels ot Justice Turn 
and Grind Twenty-five 
Dollars Out ot One Man 
and leu from the 
Other 

The Courts of Justice ?, followed 
hy a question mark and spelt with a 
•small (j) were on Saturday morning 
visited hy several McGill men, The 
occassion of the visit was the out- 
come of Friday's unfortunate disturb- 
ance. Of the six men which the hun- 
dred police felt it their duty to ur- 
rest, only live put in an appearance 
at the Recorder's Court, The sixth 
man had obtained permission to re-: 
main away. It is understood he bail 
a pressing engagement with the Len- 
noxville football team. 

llesides the live dangerous and vio- 
lent ruffians, there were present, 
Dean Moyse, Mr. A. K. I lugesson,- on 
I . half of the Council' and several in- 
terested students. Mr. Gregor 
Darelay, the Hon. President of the 
McGill Union, and u former president 
of the Students Council, was present 
as legal advisor of tho students. The 
thanks of McGill is due Mr. Darelay 
for !ho iotererrt and trouble, he tukes 
'u tfec Hndevkradùutcu. 
'After a short wail the cases were 
celled at Hi. M. Mr. Recorder Weir 
was on the bench, and many of Mc- 
Dili'S closest friends i.e. Montreal 
Policemen, were in evidence. 

The first man called, Davies, not 
being present, his case was held over 
till Monday. The live men present 
were beard together. 

The charge as read was one of 
shouting on the streets and creating 
a disturbance. The first three men 
pleaded not guilty, and on motion of 
Mr. Darelay, were remanded until the 
18th. Hail of $200.00 each was re- 
quired and furnished. 

The remaining two men pleaded 
guilty of raising their vories above a 
conversational tone and were immed- 
iately tried. 

The only evidence produced against 
them was thnt of the police. Oapt, 
Dice was the chief witness, and pre- 
sented a very different figure in 
Court than he did at the corner of 
Fort and St. Catherine Streets. 

On being asked by Recorder Weir 
to give some account of the arrest 
and the circumstances leading up to 
it, he told the following story. 

"Yesterday afternoon 1 met the 
students a little hit this side of At- 
wator Avenue. I went, up to them 
and Said, "Shout as much as you 
like hoys, I. ut dfin'l i<".'fe^t : : 
poles or distitrd the public/i

this man Davies attacked one of my 
men. He was arrested and taken to 
the station. The Btudents followed 
and tried to storm the door. We 
fought them off, till a professor came 
along who told them to go away. 
They ran off down St. Catherine St., 
and pulled off every trolley pole un- 
til they came to McGill tîollege Ave. 

j I followed with some men in a pat- 
rol. We drove in nmong them and 
tried to dispense them. The men 
here refused to go, and obliged the 
police. They incited the mob and ur- 
ged them on. They swore at me, 
"(The actual language said to have 
been used was given.) Words which 
were justified on Friday, cannot how- 
ever he repeated here.) 

I Questioned by Gregor Barclay, the 
Capt, admitted that he could not be 
feiire that the prisoner was the man 

.who swore at. him, he also admitted 
that he gave the students permission 
to shout as loud ns they liked. Mr. 
Darelay then submitted that there 



was no direct violence against th« 
accused and asked that they be rs- 
leased. 

Recorder Weir however seemed ta 
have determined that the staëeati 
must sutler. He sentenced one moi 
to pay 125.00, and the other oa» t« 
♦10.00. He fined them for what wai 
not mentioned in the charge, and os 
whut the accused were not. allowed ta 
plead, namely aiding and abettiai 
lawbreakers, and inciting to rort by 
their mere presence. The diflercaat 
in the tine was on the grounds Hal 
one of the men blasphemed, some- 
thing which had not been proved. . 

(It is. certainly to be regretted that 
Mr. Weir could not hnv» heard som« 
of the utterances of Oapt. Dice und 
his trusty men.) . .. . v 

The mutter was then closed .tar ifa* 
time being. This morning another 
chapter will be enacted when' Mr, 
Davies appears. Any lovers of bur-'t 
lcsque should attend and listen to 
Capt. Dice giving evidence.
